At this time they are ravenously 
hungry. They feed on the young 
leaves and often defoliate a tree.

YOU CAN rave yourself a lot 
of March and April annoyance if 
you plan now to take some pro­ 
tective measures against the tent 
caterpillar. 
If you have pet fruit trees in 
your home garden, all the more 
reason to be on the alert to eradi­ 
cate tent caterpillars. They are 
especially fond of apple, cherry, 
peach and plum trees. 
This fall and winter watch for 
egg m asses of the tent cater­ 
pillar on tw igs and branches of 
trees, or the trunks, as illustrated

Graph. Each mass contains sev­ 
eral hundred eggs

ered,
